OLMSTED

OLMSTED HALL 


The following records have been found by careful research in P. Morant’s 
and Thomas Wright’s Histories of Essex, England, and the Histories of Hart- 
ford, Norwalk, Ridgefield, and Stamford, Connecticut, U. S. A. 

Olmsted stands in the most northern parts of this parish near Castle 
Camps and Ashdon; in which two parishes the lands belonging to it do chiefly 
lie. It was for a considerable time a hamlet by itself, and in Castle Camps; 
though styled the village of Olmsted in Bumsted. 

The house is very ancient and moated round. It was originally part of 
the De Vere Lordship of Bumsted Hall; and holden under them by the Olm- 
steds, namely Martin de Olmsted who gave the lands to the Fraternity of 
Knights Templars at Little Maplested. 

Maurice Olmsted held it in 1242, in the Reign of Henry the Third. 

William, his son, in the time of King Edward the First, 1272. 

John de Olmsted, who died in 1311 during the reign of Edward the Second, 
leaving William his son and heir. 

Of this family was John Olmsted, Gentleman of Stansted Hall. (See 
Morant’s History of Essex, England.) 

A large chapel, as far as we can judge by the description, formed the 
north side of the area. The whole stood within a Park, about four miles in 
circumference, reaching down to Parsonage Bridge, and containing 7S7 acres. 

It had then 1,000 deer in it, and would well keep 500 deer, 40 horses and 
20 milch kine. 

Several large ponds were in it, and a pool, the fishery of which was valued 
at £10 a year, and it had also a warren. 

In this Park there were then 3,610 oaks of a hundred years growth, and 
170 ashes, all timber. 

Master of the horse, the third great officer of the British Court, who has 
the superintendence of the royal stables, and of all the horses and breeds of 
horses belonging to the Queen. 

John Olmsted, Gentleman, bought-on the First of June, 1565, in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, the manors of Dynes, Hofdens and Caxtons, and also 
purchased. 

GREAT MAPLESTED 
either 28th df November or the 10th of December, 1571, the other moiety of 
John Scudmore, Esar. 

This John Olmsted was of the ancient family of Olmsted Hall. (See 
Morant’s History of Esséx, England.) 

Joun Ormstep, Gentleman, on October 12, 1576, bought for the sum of 
£1,120 the site and mansion of the manor called Stansted Hall, with the house,

By a survey taken of this noble old seat 26th of April, 1553, it appears 
that it was a large brick building with area or court in the middle, surrounded 
with a moat partly filled with water, which was 44 poles in compass. On the 
south side there was a large gate house, two stories high, embattled, with a 
turret at each corner. 

On one side of the gate house was the porter’s lodge, and on the other side 
a house below, proper for a prison or such other purposes as the Lord should 
appoint. 

In the east side of the court there were five chambers below, and six 
above; and in the west side four chambers below and five above. 


RETROSPECTION 


The first mention of the O_msTeps is to be found in the Doomsday Book 
for the county of Essex, A. D. 1086. “Olmsted held of Wimarc,” and then 
follows a description of his holding. 

The next mention is of Olmsted Hall, situated in the parish of Bumsted 
Helens, Thaxted, Essex County. Martin de Olmsted gave land to the fra- 
ternity of the Knights Templar. 

Maurice Olmsted held the Hall in the time of Henry II] (A. D. 1215-1272), 
and John in the time of Edward II (1307-1327). 

The next record was unearthed in England by Dr. Henry K. Olmsted. 
He found THoMaAs OLMSTED, great-grandfather of the Richard who was born 
in 1607. In 1632 the brothers RicHarp and Jonn came with their uncle James 
to New England in the ship ‘‘Lvon,” and settled first at Cambridge, Mass., 
but in 1636 removed to Hartford, Connecticut. 

“On the first of June, 1636, the Reverend Thomas Hooker took his de- 
parture from Cambridge with his entire flock, consisting of about 100 souis, 
and after a fortnight’s travel reached Hartford. This year the lands were 
purchased from the Indians.”

Said Ebenezer was my great-great-grandiather and I was enabled to 
establish my eligibility to membership in the Society of the Cincinnati through 
the data published in the Olmsted Genealogy supplemented by a letter from 
the Pension Bureau, copy herewith.

The information I found of the second wife of Richard Olmsted was in 
the published Jamaica records, Vol. I, p. 306, and is as follows: 

“TI, Magdalen Olmstead, of Norwalk, late wife of William Smith 

of Jamaica, deceased, doe give and bequeath to my son, Wait Smith, 

and my son Samuell, my hole accommodations of housing and lands 

in Jamaica.” ' oO

For Mrs. (OLMSTED) SMITH. 


This, in connection with the Samuel Smith bequest in Richard Olmsted’s 
will, seems to tell the story, so far: s I have been able to get it. I think this 
William Smith was at Weymouth, Mass.. in 1635,and bad three children 
baptized these up to 1641. A William Smith was prominent at Rehoboth, 
Mass., till 1653, and Magdalen Smith was witness to the will of Judith, widow 
ot Henry Smith there, Oct. 24, 1650. William Smith and son Nehemiah had 
house lots granted to them at Jamaica, L. I., in 1663. 

I have been unable to find anything more of importance about her, but 
at one time suspected that she was a second wife of William Smith, and since 
one of her children was named “Wait” that she might have been of the “Waite” 
iamitly. See Olmsted Genealogy (No. 4107) page 20S.

Mrs. H. W. W. Reynolds was a descendant of the “Waters” family of 
Maryland, Virginia and Kentucky. Capt. Waters, her father, was son of 
Josephus, who emigrated with his family to Mason County, Kentucky, in 
1794. Heis buried at Dover, Ky. Capt. Waters was one of the pioneer boat- 
men of the lower Mississippi and came to the South during the flat boating 
days, and finally became owner and part owner of at least forty-nine river 
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boats, some of them plying the Ohio as well as the Mississippi. Her husband 
was one of the leading engineers of the South. He surveyed Audubon ‘Park 
and laid out the “Gould lines” in Louisiana and Mississippi. He was buried 
in the cemetery of the Army of the Tennessee. He was locally known as a 
very gifted man, but as he was little given to self-praise, few, if any, knew 
of his brilliant and famous ancestry, not through the Olmsteds alone, but 
carrying in his veins the blood of other noted artistic families. It is said that 
his map of Audubon Park, is one of the finest examples of the draftsman’s art. 
All of the Olmsteds are constructionists. Their special gift is creation. Whether 
they chose the artist’s canvas, or Nature’s landscape, their genius seems always 
to incline toward uplifting and beautifying.

He remained in this cabin one year and raised the first crop of 
corn grown upon the site of the city. He removed to Hanford’s Landing on 


Charlotte Boulevard in 1816 and kept a tavern, where he died, Sept. 26,

TASK OF TAKING VINCENT SPEECH A BAFFLING ONE 


Only one person could be found yesterday who was willing to undertake 
the task of making a stenographic report of the speech of Dr. George E. Vin- 
cent, president of the Rockefeller Foundation, who yesterday noon addressed 
a citizens’ meeting at the Chamber of Commerce, on the removal of the Men’s 
College of the University of Rochester to Oak Hill. The only one who faced 
the tremendous task of taking down the more than three hundred words a 
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minute of Dr. Vincent was Miss Laura Olmstead, of Geneseo, secretary to 
Dr. George H. Whipple, dean of the Medical School of the University. 


It is regarded as a remarkable accomplishment to take full and accurate 
notes of Dr. Vincent’s speeches, on account of the high velocity of his speech. 
Three of the city’s fastest stenographers were engaged yesterday morning to 
take down his words, but two of them, appalled at the enormity of the job of 
taking down the words as they came in rapid succession from Dr. Vincent’s 
lips, declined to attempt the task, it was learned yesterday. 


Miss Olmsted was assisted in her rapid-fire job by a stenotype, a recently 
invented device that combines the typewriter and the stenographer’s note- 
book. Miss Olmsted had the complete manuscript of the long speech in the 
hands of the committee about three hours after the conclusion of the meeting. 
She is a graduate of Columbia. She volunteered to attempt the difficult task 
when it seemed likely that it would be impossible to secure a complete trans- 
cript of the address.

William Olmsted Holmes was one of those who worked most arduously 
for the Columbia County Soldiers and Sailors Monument, and also was 
largely instrumental in bringing the project to a successful conclusion. He 
was one of the originators of the monument movement, working indefatigably 
in its interest, until the shaft graced Market Square. For many years he 
was a prominent figure in the life of the town. He first served on the Council 
in 1874, and then continuously until 1882. Elected again in 1894, serving one 
year, and finally in 1895. Elected President of the town Council in 1896, 
and re-elected to that honor in 1898, being one of the town’s most efficient 
Presidents Mr. Holmes was born at Poolville, N. Y., attended Wyoming 
Seminary, and soon thereafter joined the Signal Corps and served throughout 
the closing years of the Rebellion.

MISS MARY AUSTIN WOODBRIDGE (2382) 


Miss Woodbridge, one of the oldest residents of East Hartford, Conn., 
died at her home, Sunday afternoon, aged eighty-six years. 


She was born in Hartford, Nov. 4, 1841, in a house next to the home- 
stead of John P. Morgan, on Asylum St. She was a grand-daughter of 
Ward Woodbridge, an oldtime leader in Hartford financial and social life 
and at one time President of the Society for Savings and the Phenix Bank. 
Her family came to East Hartford soon after her birth and located near 
what became in 1870 the corner of Woodbridge Ave. Miss Woodbridge had 
a fund of old legends and stories, and was an interesting exponent of the 
conversations of two generations ago. She was charitable and kindly and in 
a quiet way did much good in the world. A good neighbor, she delighted to 
receive calls, especially from old time friends. She was one of the oldest 


members of St. John’s Church. 


MRS. LUCIUS DUNCAN OLMSTED (1487) 
Hartford, Conn. 


For nearly fifty years Mrs. Olmsted was engaged in work for the blind. 
She died at her home on Sunday, July 31, 1927. She was the daughter of 
George Merriam, publisher of Webster’s Dictionary. In the year 1860 she 
was married and went to Chicago, Ill., where her husband died two years 
later. Returned to Springfield, Conn., and to Hartford in 1886. From 1875 
to 1884 she was abroad spending most of her time in Switzerland. Returned 
to Hartford, 1896 and built the house in which she died. Mrs. Olmsted 
went abroad when she was eighteen years of age, spending much of her time 
with her father in Italy. Upon coming to Hartford she joined the Asylum 
Hill Congregational Church under the pastorate of Dr. Joseph “‘wichell. 
She was a close friend of Mark Twain, and Mrs. Clemens. One of Mrs. 
Olmsted’s greatest delights was music. Her interest in work for the blind 
was notable. When over fifty years of age, in association with Mrs. Emily 
Wells Foster, she took charge of the first blind children and through their 
efforts funds were procured to establish the first home for those children. 
For twenty-five years she was Assistant Treasurer and advisor of the Con- 
necticut Institute for the Blind. In ten days she raised $4,400.00 for the 
Home. 


She saw the first house that was erected in 1897 on Asylum Ave., and 
ander her care was Antonio Martello, who later became well-known to all 
Hartiord people, and others visiting the city, as “Tony,” the blind newsboy, 
at the Railroad Station. 


She liked to recall a time when she and her husband were sitting at a 
table in a Chicago restaurant. Mr. Olmsted, pointing to a quiet homely 
figure at a table nearby, said, ““There’s the future President of the United 
States.” Is was Lincoln, and he had just finished his stirring campaign 
against Douglas, in Illinois. She was at the Convention in Chicago and saw 
Lincoln nominated. 
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634 OLMSTED FAMILY GENEALOGY 


WILLIAM DAVENPORT OLMSTED (1994) 
Born in New York City, New York, November 26, 1842. 


He was educated in private schools and early revealed that strong mental 
grasp of facts and principles which was so conspicuous through all his subse- 
quent life. Under the guidance of his father’s friend, John W. Davis, of 
Hammondsport, N. Y., he began his business career, and there laid: the 
foundation for the work of the later years which was crowned with such 
eminent success. Removing from Hammondsport, he was associated with 
Colonel Albert Brown, in the joint ownership of the Joncy (Allegheny Co., 
N. Y.) Paper Mills. On February 15, 1871, at Angelica, N. Y., he married 
Mary Olive Mathews, and a little later returned to Yonkers, N. Y., to accept 
the Cashiership of The First National Bank of which his father, John Olm- 
sted was Founder and President. In this position, as in every other he ever 
held, his high sense of honor, his devotion to duty, and his keen intelligence. 
brought him the reward of respect and trust and deep appreciation of all who 
were associated with him. 

In 1878 he went to Buffalo, N. Y., to enter the flour milling business, 
becoming later a partner of the firm of Schoellkopf and Mathews, and when 
this concern was consolidated with the Niagara Falls Milling Company, he 
was elected Treasurer and later President, which office he held at the time 
of his death. For many years he was Vice-President and Director of the 
Niagara Falls Hydraulic Power and Manufacturing Company; a Director 
of the Niagara Falls Power Company and of the Cliff Paper Company of 
Niagara Falls, N. Y. 

In the business world his name was synonymous with honor and the 
observance of every engagement. In his private life his gentleness and kindli- 
ness; his unostentatious generosity; his quiet humor and his faithful friendli- 
ness, made him beloved of all who knew him. Words can never do justice 
to such a life. The memory of all he did—and was—living in the hearts of 
his family and friends, is not the least of the achievements of his career. 

Mr. Olmsted died at St. Augustine, Florida, February 17, 1924, in- 
terment at Buffalo, N. Y.
